business of the small shippers In this 
part of the west Is threatened with de 
struction, according to members of the 
Produce Dealers' Association of Kan 
sas and Oklahoma, which met here-to 
consider the situation. John Stewart 
of Concordla. Kan., president of th 
association, said: 


"The 
packers are so firmly In 


trenched that I do not believe we car 
do much to oppose them. I do no 
know whether the recent operation 
of the big dealers could be called a 
corner or not.

Those -outside soonidug th. ough 
to tho men and they were all released 
at a late hour without the loss of a 
single life. Several were badly bruised 
or sustained broken limbs. The mine 
is owned by the Newman company .

Nearly a Million Dollars Will Be 


Spent In Improving the Great 


Plant at .West Milwaukee. 


.The sum of $500,000 is to be ex- 


pended at once in enlarging the shops 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St, 
Paul Hallway company In the Meno- 
monee valely. The money' was vot- 
ed at a meeting of 
the Milwaukee 


road directors last Thursday in New 
York city, and will be expended dur- 
ing the next two years. The work 
will be begun as goon as practicable 
anil many needed Improvements will 
be added to the shops. 


The action of the directors in vot 


ing the money Is duo to tne rapid 
growth in the business of the road, 
which makes It necessary that the 
BIIops be enlarged. As the directors 
of the road have always had a most 
friendly feeling toward 
Milwaukee, 


they were glad to take a step that 
will make the shops here by all odds 
the most extensive 
that the road 


possesses.. Several large shbps will 
be erected, others will be enlarged 
and there will- be extensive additions 
to the machinery. 


.It Is understod that the shops will, 


when finished, give employment to 
.1,000 or 3,r>oo men. The largest nunv 
ber employed tliere In the pastlwas 
about 2,500. so that the Improvement 
means employment' for from COO to 
1,000 
new artisans In Milwaukee. It 


Is said to be tne intention ot the road 
to build Its freight acrs there, in add! 
tlon to the repairs mat have been 
made there in the past. 


It Is also reported that the direct- 


ors of the road decided at the New 
York meeting to make J. N. Barr 
general superintendent of the road. 
In that capacity he would have super- 
vision over the Improvements' to, be 
made at the West Milwaukee shops.
